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AN EIGHT-HOUR PRESIDENT. 

President Wilson assumes as his premise in 
arguing for his plan of strike settlement the 
justice and entire practicability of the eight-hour 
day as applied to railroad service. 

With acceptance of his premise, which wu 
tunately seems remote, everything else would be 
easy. The reduced-hour plan would be put in 
effect experimentally. Its advantages and dis- 
advantages as shown by actual test, would be 
noted. An official board would observe its work- 
ings and make a report of the facts to Congress. 
The objectionable time-and-a-half demand would 
be held in abeyance. | 

Mr. Wilson speaks of “railroads which hav 
already adopted the eight-hour day.” The fact 
that there are such railroads was not of com- 
mon knowledge. His statement that these roads 
seem to suffer small handicap in respect to 
operating costs as compared with roads retain- 
ing the 10-hour schedule is rather chilling to the 
anxious transportation presidents and managers. 
But he is more reassuring when he speaks of 
developing facts to guide the Interstate Com- 
mercé: Commission in determining the future 
necessity for increased freight rates. 

That, whatever part the railroads bear, the 
chief part of the burden of the new schedule 
will fall on the consumer {s to be accepted. The 
development of a philosophy of resignation seems 
to be the consumer’s only recourse. The appear- 
afice of Mr. Wilson in the role of an eight-hour 
President—our first eight-hour President—need 
astonish nobody and least of all the publicists. 

That the time was not far distant when the 
workers of the world would demand and obtain 
a much larger proportion of the rewards of their 
toil than has been their share in the past has 
long been recognized. Improved employment 
conditions are a part of those rewards. To dis- 
cover that that time cannot much longer be de- 
layed, that in fact it may be close at hand, is 
not a cause for dismay. ; , 
Naturally success is first attained in the self- 
governing countries and first of all in the newer 
self-governing countries, where conditions are 
more fluid than in the older. Success in coun- 
tries of all descriptions is one of the more hope- 
ful consequences predicted for the present war.

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SEWER TAX A ‘‘SINGLE TAX.’’ 

The Mill Creek sewer is to be paid for by the 
assessment of a uniform sum on each square 
foot of privately owned land in the assessment 
district. Thus, a lot 30 by 150 feet in dimen- 
sions but worth only $1000 will pay exactly the 
same tax as a lot of the same size worth $50,000. 
But this is not at all the principle on which 
all other taxes are levied. When official salaries 
are raised or the grass of parks mowed or schools 
established to educate the children or coal pur- 
chased for the harbor boat or an addition made 
to fire-fighting apparatus, the taxes therefor 
aré levied on the theory that property is bene- 
fited in proportion to its value, not in propor- 
tion to ité physical dimensions. Why should not 
this sewer benefit be assessed {n the same way? 
If the $30,000 lot is benefited at all, is it not 
benefited more than the $1000 lot? 

Evidently some big cinch influence was domi- 
nant when the law assessing taxes for special 
improvements was framed. It is a form of the 
single tax, to be sure, for the assessments are 
levied on the land alone and take no account of 
buildings. But it is a spurious form. 

The chief merit of the genuine single tax is 
that it is directed against values, especially those 
social values which increase in population 
creates. 


INTERNAL REVENUE PARADOX. 

Receipts from internal revenue, in which the 
largest item is the tax on alcoholic liquors. 
showed an increase of nearly $100,000,000 during 
the last fiscal year. 

With prohfbition in effect in the greater portion 
of the territory of the United States and with 
scch territory constantly added to by the area of 
new counties and occasionally by the area of a 
new state, the tax on beer increased by $9,442,157, 
With alcohol untaxed for the widened uses of the 
arts and sciences and the consumption of new and 
old soft drinks reaching an ever greater volume, 
the tax on spirits increased by $14,062,740.

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LETTING BYGONES BE BYGONES. 

In a character sketch by the late Harold Fred- 

eric, so human in its portrayal and so natural in 

its incident as to dissipate all doubt about its 
representing a real person and recording an actual 
experience, may be found the following: 

Jeremiah Madden was supposed to be the 
richest man in Octavius. There was no doubt 
at all about his being its least pretentious 
citizen.

He could recall her com- 
ing back the next day, wild-eyed with hun- 
‘ger and the fever; the officers had refused 
her relief because her bare legs were not 
wholly shrunken to the bone. “Where there's 
a calf on the shank there’s no starvation,” 
they had explained to her. The girl died 
without profiting by this official apothegm. 

' The boy found it burned ineffably upon his 
brain. Now, after a lapse of more than 40 
years, it seemed the thing he remembered best 
atout Ireland.

WAR FOR ANOTHER YEAR. 

Ba'timore Star: The reported contract by the 
allies for 500,000 tons of shell steel and forgings 
in this country, delivery to be completed July, 
1917, would seem to indicate that these’ Govern- 
ments are preparing to continue the conflict for 
another year. In addition, there are other ex- 
port contracts awarded and under negotiation. 

Another straw which portends the clipping of 
the wings of the dove of peace is the expected an- 
nouncement of completed negotiations for an- 
other loan said to be $250,000,000 by Great Brit- 
ain. That the British expect the war to be over 
in two years is shown by the maturity of the loan 
in this time. 

The reported purpose of this {immense loan is 
to provide funds for the payment of munitions 
purchased in this country. These big figures 
not only show how the United States has profited 
by the war, but are indicative of what the conflict 
is costing Great Britain. 


BARBARISM AUTHORIZED. 

Detroit Free Press: Germany has formally 
declared its intention to kill noncombatants. In 
what it terms “revenge” for the Baralong inci- 
dent, it has decided to order its Zeppelins to 
slaughter the British civilian population indis- 
criminately. 

As far as the Baralong case is concerned, Great 
Britain has been fair and has offered to refer 
the matter to a neutral tribunal to be decided on 
{ts merits. Berlin has refused this offer with some 
savageness, taking the ground that it cannot pos- 
sibly be wrong in its interpretation of the facts 
under dispute. The Baralong incident, therefore, 
becomes only a shallow pretext for any policy of 
frichtfulness that may be inaugurated on the 
sirength of it.

Cleveland Plain-Dealer: Throughout the sum- 
mer of 1915 the world was amazed by the speed 
of the Teutonic advance into Russia. Week after 
week, day after day, came the news of broad 
strides into the heart of the enemy's country. 
Again and again the Russians fell back to pre- 
viously prepared lines of defense. Again and 
egain the Germans forced thefr way through. It 
became apparent that no line could stop the Ger- 
mans if they were really determined to advance 
to Moscow, to Petrograd or to Odessa. 

In the beginning of the Russian drive of the 
present summer the progress was. slow. Creat 


fortresses fell, but there was no impetuous for- 


ward rush. Compared with any advance on the 
western front the Russian drive was magnificent 
iu its results, but’ it seemed almost weak in com- 
parison with the triumphal pragress of the Ger- 


Now the aspect has changed. The jans are 
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‘bly marching through Galicia, just as the 


“Germans marched through Poland last year. The

driving force, which was being conserved at the 
beginning, is now operating with great power. 
The southern army of Letchitzky, in particular, is 
sweeping onward like that oft-used basis of simi- 
les, a tidal wave. . 

In preparation for the present developments the 
Russian commanders have worked out an excel- 
lent strategic plan. Instead of striking all along 
the line they concentrated their strength in north- 
ern and southern drives, wasting no men and mu- 
nitions on the center. Now that both wings have 
fulfilled their assignments, the Austrian center 
army, as yet unscathed, is retreating more rapidly 
than the battered forces. on either flank. Let- 
chitzky has advanced so far and so speedily that 
Von Bothmer cannot even pause at the Zlota Lipa, 
which had been prepared as his first line of retire- 
ment. Letchitzky is already west of the Zlota 
Lipa, and Von Bothmer, if he is to escape being 
crushed by the giant nutcracker, must retreat far 
beyond this river. 


CANADA LOSING INTEREST. 


Kansas City Star: Canada is calling almost 
in vain for more recruits for the war in Europe. 
Not nearly as many men are enlisting as are being 
killed, wounded and taken prisoner in the fierce 
fighting of the Canadian troops in the British of- 
fensive on the Somme. 

Eight months ago Sir Robert Borden, Premier 
of Canada, pledged a contribution of half a mil- 
lion men to the British army. But that promise 
cannot be fulfilled. The total enrollment of re- 
cruits has been 354,428. In July only 8552 enlist- 
ed in the whole Dominion and more Canadians 
than that were killed, wounded or captured by 
the Germans in that month. 

“So,” says the Toronto Globe, “it is not only 
Austria and Germany that can no longer make 
good the wastage of their forces. Canada also 
has reached that stage, and recruiting all over 
the country is almost at a standstill.” 

What are the reasons for this cessation of en- 
listments in Canada? The leading newspapers 
there agree that first is the terrible slaughter 
in the British offensive. Several Canadian regi- 
ments have been almost wholly wiped out. This 
has dampened the ardor of those young men who 
would otherwise enlist in a spirit of adventure. 


PLANS FOR POLAND. 

Philadelphia Evening Telegraph: Poland ts 
threatened with a veritable embarrassment of 
riches. By “special dispatch” we are informed 
that Germany and Austria, “in order to forestall 
similar action on the part of Russia,” are on the 
point of proclaiming the independence of Po- 
land. 

Russia and her allies are certain to repudiate 
any kind of independence for Poland that is of- 
fered by the central empires, just as the Teutonic 
Governments will have none of the freedom which 
the quadruple Powers might proclaim for Poland. 

The rumor just now current says that Poland 
“will be encouraged to form an army of her own 
for national defense.” Defense against Russia, of 
course. But that might be difficult, seeing that all 
male Poles of military age are at the moment 
busily engaged in shooting at erch other in the 
rival but sacred names of Germany, Russia and 
Austria-Hungary.

Pittsburg Leader: The baking trust and its

For the 
57,000 tons brought into the United States $90,- 
000,000 was paid. By her control of such raw 
materials as rubber Great Britain has been able to 
give point and effect to her blacklist. Most pur- 
chases by the United States are made through 
Great Britain. . If the manufacturers of the United 
States wish to be sure of their supply, they must 
respect the blacklist. 

Recently the Rockefeller interests, which have 
many millions of dollars invested in the guayule 
rubber industry in Mexico, have been turning 
their attention to growing and domesticating the 
gRuayule upon an extensive scale in the upper 
border region of Texas. The only factory in the 
United States for extracting crude rubber from 
the guayule plant is in Marathon, Tex. -It has 
been operated intermittently for several years, 
and has practically exhausted the wild guayule 
shrub supply of that section. 

There are, however, many millions of acres ot 
semi-arid land in Texas that are admirably adapt- 
ed for growing guayule. Experiments in propa- 
gating and growing the shrub have been made and 
the results proved in every way satisfactory.

make the 10-cent one the standard. The promise 
is that the 10-cent loaf will be twice as big as 
the 5-center, but—the size of the present 10-cent 
loaf will be brought down. In placing this along- 
side the experience that has accrued from watch- 
ing acrobatic stunts with prices of food supplies, 
there is a lukewarmness in the public enthusiasm 
on this bread proposition that amounts to thinly 
veiled agnosticism or rank skepticism. 

The bakers offer to prove that the 5-cent loaf 
can’t be produced with profit to the bakers. We 
have heard that for a long time, as the size of 
the loaf at all prices has shrunk. But the facts do 
not support this flat claim. 

Up to the time the military movements re- 
moved Belgium from the family group, there was 
one place where the 5-cent loaf could be produced 
at a profit. The Belgian co-operative organiza- 
tion did it. More than that, they bought Ameri- 
can wheat, paid for all the transportation charges, 
the grinding of grain into flour, and then pro- 
duced a loaf better in most respects than that in 
the American market for less than 5 cents. If 
this {illustration is placed alongside the charge 
costs of American bakers, it disposes of the asser- 
tion that the 5-cent loaf cannot be producéd and

New York World: It is the theory of the 
bosses of the National Woman’s Party that they 
have the votes of 2,000,000 women to sell to the 
highest bidder.

The convention did not indorse Judge Hughes by 
name. Instead a resolution commending the Pro- 
gressive, Prohibition and Socialist parties’ action 
in indorsing equal suffrage was coupled with com- 
mendation for Judge Hughes for his espousal of 
the Federal amendment method of prosecuting the 
suffrage campaign. 

If this roundabout way of getting at the point

The inten- 
tion, of course, of the leaders is to throw all the 
support of the Woman's Party in the 12 suf- 
frage states to the Republican ticket headed by 
Judge Hughes.

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not half as clear as to the position and 
might of the enemy ships. It may be 
that Admiral Beatty had not the time 
to send for additional seaplanes; it may 
be that in that particular sweep through 
the North Sea the British did not have 
as many seaplanes as they should have 
had. 

“Then there is the torpedo boat at- 
tack on both sides in broad daylight. 
That strikes a layman as almost sen- 
sationally novel. It was the misty 
weather and the tremendous volume of 
smoke that ay on the sea after hours 
of battle which made the torpedo op- 
erations possible, of course. There 
were times, I was told, that the British 
were not so very sure whether some of 
the ships they sighted were friends or 
foes; there were a great numbr of units 
in that battle and as the battle waxed 
the separate units of both sides became 
more or less tangled, and as they ap- 
peared and disappeared through dense 
smoke and mist it was not at all easy 
to tell their own ships from those of 
the enemy. Indeed, I have heard said 
that the Germans fired on some of their 
own units at times. 

“As for the use of the battle cruisers, 
the bettle of Jutland Bank proved it 
amply. It seemed to demonstrate with 
equal clearness their limitations also, 
From the talk of our own naval men I 
gather that the tendency of the future 
fighting ships is for heavier ships armed 
with heavier guns—with Ii5-inch guns 
and even heavier. The battle of Jut- 
land Bank was fought at a comparative- 
ly short range. But the naval men seem 
to take the view that the future battle 
on the sea would be fought at a greater 
distance and the real telling weapons 
are the monster guns which can throw 
their attack over a great distance. 
Beatty Saved English Navy’s Soul. 
“Admiral Beatty has been criticized 
for opposing his battle cruiser squadron 
against the main might of the German 
High Sea fleet. A tactical blunder ifs 
said to have been committed by the Ad- 
miral by throwing his ships between 
the much superior battle ship fleet of 
Germany and its base, We have been 
told that there was no pressing neces- 
sity of bringing the German fleet to a 
decisive action, since the command of 
the sea was, had been and will be with 
the British, the German fleet was re- 
strained as absolutely as ever; that 
there was not quite an adequate reason 
for the tremendous risk which the Ad- 
miral took. 

“The critics always have the advan- 
tage over the commander in actual bat- 
tle for one thing—it being somewhat 
easier to say what one should have done 
a day or two after the event, than an 
hour, or even a single minute before the 
fighting. The critics moreover, seem to 
have a particular weakness in looking 
at the ships lost or the ships which were 
saved. They don’t seem to see anything 
else. 

“The commander of the British fleet, 
fortunately or unfortunately, had some- 
thing more to think of. There is such 
a thing as the soul of a navy. It is no 
phantom it is tremendously vital, the 
one real fact in the navy of any power. 
Ships are the mere body of a navy. And 
it is the preservation and health of the 
soul of the British Navy which, I take 
it, Admiral Beatty was more mindful 
of than the loss or preservation of some 
of his units. Sooner than allow the 
enemy to inflict the slightest wound 
upon the traditions of the British navy, 
the Admiral would have sacrificed twice 
the number of ships he lost at the 
battle of Jutland Bank. 

“Critics are not mindful of this 
always. I have not the slightest 
doubt on this point. For what doth 
it profit Admiral Beatty to save the 
body if he were to lose the soul of 
the British navy? He stood an excel- 
lent chance of losing his all—his rep- 
utation and his life included among 
other things. No Admiral who was 
not willing to shoulder the entire 
blame of the loss of his squadron 
would for a moment have stood the 
ground as did Admiral Beatty against 
what was an overwhelmingly supe- 
rior force. 

Beatty’s Name High in History. 
“And because he was Willing to 
take euch a grave chance, a thonu- 
sand future years of the British navy 
is richer with the priceless memory 
of a British captain who did not 
know how to turn tail and run jn 
the face of a vastly superior enemy. 
“There was another thing to his 
action: It must have been clear to 
Admiral Beatty that he and his men 
might perish in the effort, but if 
they succeeded in Standing betweon 
the enemy fleet and its base a few 
hours, 
tle was absolutely certain—for Je)- 
lico’s grand fleet was even then 
speeding down upon the scene. The 
outcome might easily spell an utter 
and final blow to the German navy 
with a little luck. The luck in the 
fulse of the misty weather was with 
the Germans. As it was it came rath- 
er dangerously near to a crushing 
blow upon the might of the German 
high sea fleet. 

“Just what the action of Admiral 
Beatty is worth for the fighting and 
efficiency of the British navy is 
rather hard to say. But taking it by 
and large and bearing in mind what 
Nelson’s memory has wrought for the 
same British navy, one cannot ro 
far wrong in saying it was worth, 
say, a fow hundred times more than 
the ships Admiral Beatty lost in the 
battle of Jutland Bank.”

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HOW THE ITALIAN 
GORIZIA VICTORY 
AIDS ALL ALLIES 


Frank H. Simonds Explains 
Wider Bearing of Battle at 
Bridgehead, Which Opens 
Way for Invasion of the 
Disputed Coast Lands to 
King Victor’s Soldiers. 


WILL FORCE AUSTRIA 
TO EMPLOY MORE MEN 


Moral Effect on Two Nations 
Chiefly Involved Will Be 
Great and It Is First Im- 
portant Success Written in 
Modern History of Italy. 


By Frank H. Simonds. 
(Copyright, 1916.) 
If one should say of the now famous 


Gorizia bridgehead, having in mind ge- 
ography rather than history, that it was 


an Austrian Thermopylae, the paralie) 
would be fairly accurate, indeed rather 


strikingly so, allowing for the very 


great difference in size between the gate 
by which the Italians sought to enter 
Austria and the pass by which the Per- 
sians did penetrate into the Grecian pe- 
ninsula. 

After all the Gorizia bridgehead was 
nothing but a strongly fortified position 
extending from the sea to the moun- 
tains, and this is what was most im- 
portant about the position chosen by 
the Spartans to make their great stand. 
But the Gorizia position is 30 miles, nox 
two miles, or less than two miles wide. 
It was defended by 300,000, not by 30 
men. On the other hand, the 300,000 
were able, by reason of their position, 
to hold back forces that must aggre- 
gate a million on the one practicabiv 
road for invasion of Austria from Italy. 

Geography of the Isonzo., 


The geography of this strip of land f 


between the sea and the Alps is easy to 
grasp. Coming down out of the Julian 
Alps, the Isonzo River touches the Vene- 
tian plain less than 30 miles from its 
own mouth. As it comes out of the 
gorges it washes by Monte Sabotino, 
which is on its western bank. A litt'e 
to the south it touches the foot of Pod- 
gora Hill, also to the west, flowing stil: 
to the south, but now on the eastern 
bank it touches the foot of the Carso 
Plateau, which crowds it westward in 
a wide curve before it falls into the sea, 
through a swampy mouth, similar to 
those of most Northern Italian rivers 
that enter the Adriatic. 

Above Monte Sabotino the character 
of the country is such that it is prac- 
tically impossible for an invading army 
coming up out of the Venetian Plain 
to force its way into Austria, although 
Napoleon did go this way in his cam- 
paign that took him to Leoben and end- 
ed in the treaty of Campo Formio. Now, 
however, modern artillery has closed 
this route absolutely. Thus, when the 
Austrians had built permanent trencn 
lines, not old fashioned forts, on Monte 
Sabotino, on Podgora Hill and on the 
western edge of the Carso Plateau, 
which bears the name of Monte San 
Michele, they had a fortified position 
quite comparable to the ancient Ther- 
mopylae. 3 

The Gortzsia Bridgehead. 

Eastward from Podgora Hill and 
across the Isonzo is the little city of Go- 
rizia, Italian in character and popula- 
tion, despite Slavic elements, but re- 
tained by Austria in the treaty of 1866, 
and a portion of Italy’s Irredenta. Under 
cover of Podgora Hill several bridges, 
one carrying the main railroad going 
west into Italy, cross the Isonzo. Hold- 
ing Podgora Hill, the Austrians held 
both ends of the bridges, and this ex- 
plains the military term, Gorizia bridge- 
head, which has become familiar in re- 
cent days. The French, holding the 
Meuse Hills on the opposite side of the 
river from the Verdun citadel held a 
similar bridgehead and the Germans 
usually speak of the French position as 
the Verdun bridgehead. 

When Italy entered the war she had 
many more troops available than Aus- 
tria, which was fighting Russia and 
Servia, as well, could spare to hold the 
western front. But Italy could not use 
her superiority in numbers until she had 
broken into Austria through the narrow 
Gorizia gateway. Once through this 
gateway she would find plenty of room 
to deploy her masses and Austria could 
not meet them with equal numbers, It 
was then the sole purpose of Austrian 
strategy to hold this Gorizia position and 
keep Italy in a position where she could 
not use her greater numbers with in- 
evitable consequences to Austria, 

In the Rear of Trieste, 

A secondary, but in Italian eyes a vita! 
consideration, was the fact that once she 
had got through the Gorizsia gatewa) 
Italy would be in the rear of the great 
port of Trieste, which could be cut off 
from the rest of Austria and invested 
and captured by siege, Trieste is an 
Italian city by population, although be- 
longing to Austria, and it was to get 
Trieste, together with the Trentino, that 
Italy came inte the war more than a 
year ago. Austria, determined to hold 
Trieste, had this second reason for hold- 
ing on to the conte to her Gorizia posi- 
tion. 


But the Italian strategy wag compli- 
cated by another very serious difficulty. 
When the treaty of 1886 gave Italy her 
present frontiers, it left to Austria the 
complete possession of that Trentine 4is- 
trict which projects like a peninsula deep 
into Italian territory and almost em- 
braces the whole of Venetia. In the cen- 
ter of this Trentine peninsula, to con- 
tinue the figure, is the valley of the 
Adige River, down which comes a great 
trunk ratlroad, crossing the Brenner 
Pass to the north of Botzen and enter- 
ing Italian territory a little north of ths 
city of Verona. 

This is the historic route by whica 
northern invaders have again and again

Vtatned this route, with the Italian. 


speaking district about the city of Trent, 
solely for the purpose of being able, in 
case of war with Italy, to pour her 
troops down this funnel. She had 
guarded it with forts and had rendered 
it actually one fortress projecting into 
Italy. 

Just at the city of Trent this route 
divides into three, thus offering its pos- 
sessors three different roads into the 
Italian plain, one coming down the 
shores of Lago di Garda, another com- 
ing straight down the Adige Valley to 
Verona and a third coming round the 
Brenta Valley and thus into the plain 
near the city of Vicenza. 

The Austrian Threat, 

If the Austrians coming down these 
routes were able to overflow into Ital- 
fan territory but a few miles they would 
get possession of the only railroads that 


gateway and to-Austria. Hence, if Italy 
undertook to attack the Gorizia position 
before she had closed this backdoor en- 
trance into her own house, her armies 
going eastward to Gorizia would have 
their rail and road communications cut 
off and would either have to cut their 
Way out and back south of the Po or 
else they would be captured. 

And if Austria once cleared Venetia 
of Italian troops she could stand behind 
the Po and the Mincio, which comes out 
of the Lago di Garda, on that line 
famous in all earlier wars as the Italian 
Quadrilateral and taking its names from 
the four ancient fortresses Verona, 
Peschiera, Legnano and Mantua. She 
would then have the war far in Italian 
territory as Germany has it in French 
territory. 

Accordingly, when Italy did come into 
the war her energies were first directed

Still, having barricaded the backdoor 
as best she could, Italy turned to the 
Isonzo, to the Gorizia gateway and be- 
gan hammering on it.

And for two months the Austrians 
were very successful. They drove the 
Italians down the, Adige and Brenta) 
valleys and coming over the higher 
passes between them began to sift into 
Italian territory and to get to the last 
foothilis of the mountains, within sight 
of Vicenza and the railroads and roads 
which were vital to the existence of 
the Italian armies fighting away off 
slong the Isonzo in front of Gorizia. 
About June 1 the Italian outlook was 
frankly gloomy and an Italian ministry 
fell as a result of the failure of the 
Italian troops to hold back the storm. 

Conceivably the Austrians might have 
got all the way down into the Italian 
plain if they had been permitted to go un 
unmolested at any other point, but on 
June 1, Russia began her tremendovs 
drive against the eastern lines, that Aus- 
tria had thinned to get the men to at- 
tack Italy. When these lines collapsed, 
as they promptly aid, there was nothing 
for Austria to do but call back her troops 
from the Italian field and set them to 
work stopping the Ruesian flood. Her 
own backdoor, the road over the Car- 
pathians, was now in danger and she 
had to desist from her efforts to force 
the rear entrance to Italy. 

Saved from a real peril the first task 
for Italy was plainly to stop up the 
roads by which the Austrians had come 
almost to the Italian plain, win back the 
hilis and trenches that Austrians ha‘ 
taken and olitain positions wh::h would § 
enable her to make a new effort to seal 
up this Trentine entrance to her own 
house.

The actual operation was simple in the 
extreme, First the Italians bombarded 
the whole front from the Alps to the sea 
for many howurs, the usual prelude to an 
offensive in trench war. Then they con- 
centrated their fire on Sabotino aril 
San Michele, north and south of Podgora 
and of Gorizia. Finally they sent their 
infantry up the slopes of these hills, toox 
the Austrian trenches and some thou- 
sands of prisoners and thus held both

Loomis Johnson, attorney for the Mis- 
sissippi Valley Trust Co., told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter the figures were tak- 
en from the statement filed with the 
Public Service Commission in connec- 
tion with the application for authority 
to issu $319,000,000 securities. 

The motion filed yesterday is in op- 
position to the confirmation of the fe- 
cent sale of the railroad and asks 
that the final decree be so modified that 
the unsecured creditors shall be paid 
the full amount of their claims, either 
in cash or its equivalent in prior lien 
bonds of the new company. The trust 
company has a claim of $110,000 and the

PARIS, Aug. 19.—The entente a)- 
lied forces are in contact with the 
Germans and Bulgarians along the 
entire Saloniki front, according to an 
Official statement issued by the war 


office tonight. The allies have taken 
five villages. 

The front extends from the Gulf 
of Orfani, an arm of the Aegean, the 
end of which ts about 40 miles north- 
east of Saloniki, to Florina, a dis- 
tance of 155 miles. 


For several days fighting on the Sa- 
loniki front has been reported in official 
statements from Berlin and_ Sofia, 
which, however, minimize the im- 
portance of the operations. The first 
official announcement in regard to this 
fighting from entente allied headquar- 
ters was a statement issued by the War 
Office on Aug. 16. The statement stated 
what it termed “engagements of ad- 
vanced posts and patrols,” on the whole 
front, from Aug. 1 to Aug. 15. It was 
announced that the allies had taken 
four villages and the railroad station at 
Doiran. On Friday Berlin reported that 
the Bulgarians had taken the Greek 
town of Florina, 15 miles southeast of 
Monastir, from the Servians. 

Military observers in Paris believe that 
the present fighting is the beginning of 
the long-expected general offensive by 
the entente allies on this front. 


RUSSIANS BRE4K 
LINES OF TEUTONS 
ON STOKHOD RIVER 


Tobol Captured Together With 
220 Men—Gains Reported 
West of Lake Nobel. 
PETROGRAD, Aug. 19.—The Russiaus 


have broken through the Austro-German 


lines on the Stokhod River in Volhynia 
and have rade a considerable advance, 
it was announce’ ioday. 

The break in the Austro-German front 
Was made in the region of the village 
of Czerwiszcze, 4 miles northeast of 
Kovel. 

The statement says: 

“West of Lake Nobel (60 miles north- 
east of Kovel) our troops captured a 
part of the enemy’s positions. In the 
Tegion of the village of Czerwiszcze, on 
the River Stokhod, our troops, after a 
stubborn fight, broke through the en- 
emy’s position and captured the village 
of Tobol (two miles northwest of Czer- 
Wiszcze). The farm Tchemische and a 
distillery, making a considerable ad- 
vance. The number of prisoners ac- 
counted for amounts to two officers and 
£20 men. 

“In the direction of Kirlibaba (a pass 
on the Transylvanian frontier) the en- 
emy is resuming his offensive with con- 
siderable forces and has pushed back 
Our advance guards a little distance.

DAIRY STRIKERS 
REJECT OFFER Ut 
NINE EMPLOYERS 


Proprietors Had Offered New 
Wage Scale and Union 
Recognition. 


WILLING TO MEET: MEN 


Proposal Borne by Father Demp- 
sey—More Negotiations To- 
morrow Possible. 


Striking milk wagon drivers yes- 
terday afternoon rejected the offer 
made by nine dairy proprietors, for 
the settlement of the strike which 
for 12 days has prevented the de- 
of milk to most St. Louis 
homes. It is possible that negotia- 
tions will ba renewed tomorrow. 

The dairymen’s proposal, which was 


conveyed to the strikers by the Rev. 
Father Timothy Dempsey, volunteer 
and unofficial mediator, was, in sub- 
stance; 

The employers will meet a com- 
mittee of the men, including 
union officials, for a conference, 
on all points except two. These 
are, (1) No higher wage scale 
will be granted than $15 a week 
and 2 per cent commission on all 
Sales. (2) The men employed 
since the strike began shall be 
retained. These two matters are 
to be considered settled: 

The agreement to confer with union 
Officials was a concession which the 
dairymen had previously been un- 
wiling to make. The wage offer of 
“156 and 2,” as the union men suc- 
cinctly put it, was an apparent in- 
crease over the old scale, which was 
$14 a week and 12% per cent com- 
mission on all sales over a certain 
monthly amount, about $456. The 
men have demanded $18 a week and 
6 per cent on all sales. 

Meets With Disfavor, 

Father Dempsey conveyed the 
dairymen’s offer to the officers of the 
union, and they placed it before a 
meeting, which was _ attended «by 
more than one-half of the 620 sStrik-

The proposal met with little favor 
in the meeting, and was voted down 
unanimously, the union officials said. 
The strikers held that the “15 and 2” 
wage scale would be an actual re- 
duction in wages for some of the 
men, and that for every strike-break- 
er who was retained at work, a union 
driver would be crowded out. It was 
understood that.the total number of 
these men whom the dalries insist 
on retaining is 12. 

The drivers also found fault with the 
offer because it provided, as they under- 
stood it, only for retail drivers, and 
did not provide for special delivery men, 
stablemen, chauffeurs and wholesale 
drivers, who, all told, comprise more 
than one-fourth of the whole body of 
strikers, 

The strikers said they were desirous 
of a conference which would take up 
all points at issue, excluding nothing. 

Rest Until Tomorrow. 

When Father Dempsey took the news 
of the union's action to the dairymen, 
they told him, he said last night, to 
let the matter rest until Monday. ‘‘I’!] 
let it rest until Monday, all right,” he 
remarked, ‘“‘but I'll not let it rest then.’ 
He said he was hopeful of an early set- 
tlement. 

William Grafeman, president of the 
Grafeman Dairy Co., took the lead 
among the dairymen in seeking a settlo- 
ment, and he went so far as to say 
that he might maké a “‘separate peace,”’ 
if the other dairymen would not act 
with him. Last night he went in his 
automobile to the strikers’ headquar- 
ters, and invited those in charge to meet 
him at the curb, which they did. Hae 
asked whether the union would let hia 
drivers go back to work today at the 
proposed ‘15 and 2” wage scale, leav- 
ing other matters open for discussion. 
He was told that this could not be done. 
but that there must be a general arbi- 
tration. 

General Strike Still Talked Of. 

Union officials continued to talk of a 
Seneral drivers’ and teamsters’ strike, in 
case a settlement is not made with the 
milkmen, but no one would set a definite 
time for such a strike. 

The State Board of Mediation and Ar- 
bitration, which is trying to compel the 
dairymen to appear before it, held no 
meeting yesterday. James A. Smyth of 
the United States Department of Labor 
returned to Washington Friday. 

The lack of milk delivery is daily be- 
coming a greater hardship on the public. 
In many residence sections, where there 
is no dairy branch in walking distance, 
consumers have to pay 11 cents a quart 
for milk at grocery stores, instead of 8 
cents, the price charged by the dairies. 
There have been complaints of sour milk 
in one South Side neighborhood yester- 
day. A quantity of certified milk was 
sold for infants’ use, all of which proved 
to be sour. The dairies are stil} getting 
their regular ice supply, but some of 
the retall stores lack facilities for keep- 
ing the milk cool.

RAIL CHIEFS’ 


STATEMENT 


REJECTING 8-HOUR DAY 
PROPOSAL OF PRESIDENT 


“To Refuse to Arbitrate Is an Admission of Un- 
reasonableness of Men’s Demand” They 
Tell Executive 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 19.—The rail- 
rcad managers made public late to- 
day the statement which President 


Holden of the Burlington made to 
President Wilson at the conference 
between the failroad presidents and 
the President at the White House to- 
day. It follows: 

“The representatives of the rail- 
roads here present have given care- 
ful consideration to the proposals 
submitted by you for an adjustment 
of the critical conditions confronting 
us. May we again express the grave 
sense of responsibility upon our 
shoulders to discharge, as faithful 
trustees of the public interests, the 
duty to maintain and operate these 
properties as agencies, efficient at all 
times—to serve the continuous public 
demand for transportation service— 
as faithful trustees also to protect, 
in so far as if is in our power, the 
interests of the owners of these prop- 
erties committed to our charge. 

Insist on Arbitration, 

“In the previous stages of these 
negotiations, the Conference Commit- 
tee of Managers has consistently ad- 
hered to the policy of arbitration as 
a fundamental principle—it is essen- 
tially the common right of every 
citizen of whatever station in life, to 
be heard—to have his day in court— 
it is indeed a substitute for wasteful 
litigation recognized long since in 
the codes of all civilized countrivs. 

‘A denial of the right to be heard 
does not exist under any form of gov- 
ernment with which our race has ever 
been familiar, and the common 4ac- 
ceptance in international affairs, in the 
adjustment of public and private rights 
under our Federal and State govern- 
ments, of the principle of arbitration 
as an approved method for the friendly 
settlement of the serious contemfions of 
the parties, has put the right to claim 
arbitration as a method of settling such 
controversies beyond question. 

“For these reasons we have supported 
our committee in their continuous de- 
mand and in those important particulars 
upon which no agreement could be 
reached, arbitration should be accorded 
upon any reasonable basis that might be 
adopted. 
| The EFight-Heur Day. 

‘The eight-hour day—I shall not at. 
this time stop to fully analyze or 
comment on the importance of the 
difference between the eight-hour as 
commonly understood in the building 
and manufacturing trades and the 
so-called eight-hour basic day de- 
manded in this controversy—the 
eight-hour day is, in our mature

in recent years and set the country 
back to the old days of strikes, lock- 
outs and public disorder and busi- 
ness anarchy for the settlement of 
questions in relation of employer and. 
employe. 

“The view that so important an is- 
sue as this may not in consolence bo 
honestly debated and therefore arbi- 
trated, raises this question above and 
beyond the lesser contentions of 
hours of service, or payment of 
wages—it raises it, in gravity, be- 
yond the social or monetary ques- 
tions affecting the parties before 
you because it tends to force, by the 
great weight of your spoken word, 
the railroads to surrender a right 


legislation enacted for the purposs 
of adjusting these disputes and un- 
der the ban of your disapproval, ex- 
pressed before the bar of public opin- 
ion to accept as indisputable, condi- 
tions requiring, as we believe, an 
enormous sacrifice in efficiency of 
service and cost of operation of these 
properties. 

“An adjustment in this manner will 
not stop with this controversy. It will 
be repeated in every industry wherein 
today industrial peace exists without 
controversy. 

Want President's Support. 

“Tt will, by the force of this high 
precedent, place in peril all that has 
been accomplished in the peaceful ad- 
justment of labor controversies by 
methods of arbitration and, therefore, 
we present to you our respectful Dut 
earnest request that you do not lend 
the weight of your great influence 
against this right, which we claim, to 
be heard, but support the railroads in 
this crisis in the effort to maintain 
this great principle of arbitration.” 

The statement concludes with this 
addition:

Southern & Florida, Florida East Coast 
and Queen & Crescent lines south, all 
of them roads with a high percentage 
of perishable traffic, such as frults 
and vegetables, which must be moved 
at a high rate of speed in order to 
reach markets in good condition and 
which, for that reason, carry freight 
rates which no shipper could afford to 
pay for the movement of ordinary 
freight.

A strike of employes of storage and 
moving concerns on Sept. 1 its likely 
unless a schedule of wages recently 
submitted to the St. Louis Storage 
and Movers’ Association is met. 

Leo J. Withrow of 4214 Easton ave- 
nue, president of the movers’ organi- 
zation, said yesterday that the men 
are asking for a raise of 80 per cent 
in their wage scale, ana a reduction 
of their working time from 18 to 11 
hours a@ day. J 

The men are unionized and are 
affiliated with the Teamsters’ In- 
ternational Union. DD. J. Murphy, 
seventh ‘Vice president of the Inter- 
national Union, and T. E. Coyne, pres- 
ident of the Joint Council of Local 
Teamsters’ Union, who are directing 
the milk wagon drivers’ strike, have 
had conferences with the movers’ as- 
sociation relative to the demands. A 
compromise offer has been submitted 
by the employérs. 

The union is asking for a raise 
for chauffeurs from $18 to $21.50 a 
week; drivers and packers from $15 
to $17.60, and helpers $15 to $16.50.

One Showed Them, Dressed as Ger- 
mans, Capturing an Entire 
French Regiment. 

PARIS, Aug. 19.—France will never 
know “Mutt and Jeff,” at least not 
until after the war is over. Films 
of Bud Fisher's characters, which 
were brought to France from the 
United States several weeks ago de- 
pict them in the various armies.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Aug. 19.—The 
threatened strike of the 86,000 coal min- 
ers of Missouri, Kansas, Arkansas and 
Oklahoma has been averted. 

Compromises made by each side in 
the negotiations for the two-year work- 
ing contract enabled the subcommittee 
of the general conference to reach an 
agreement on the points at issue here 
today. A report will be made to the 
general conference on Monday by the 
fourth committee to which the subject 
has been referred. The sessions of the 
sub-committee were executive and the 
members said their findings must first 
go to the parent body. 

Sixteen of the 22 points of the con- 
tract, including general wage advances, 
were affirmed weeks ago. The dis- 
puted clauses had to do with working 
conditions in the mines and with the 
operators’ recognition of the union.

Where Trenches Were Drilled 
and Blasted. 


ROCKS AID TO _ SHELLS 


British Editor Says Italians 
Pitted Roads Against Big 
Guns and Won. 


Special Cable to the Post-Dispatch 
and the New York World. 


(Copyright, 1916, by Press Pub. Co.) 

LONDON, Aug. 19.—Lord Northcliffe, 
who recently visited the battle front, 
continued in the Times his account of 
his visit as follows: 

“Autumn leaves were swirling at Vaso- 
lo, a charming spot reminiscent of the 
Brownings, as we passed through, yet 
on the way to this front (the Trentino), 
the scene of so much ghastly fighting 
during the Austrian offensive and its 
repulse. 

“All throughout this beautiful province 
of Venetia are soldiers drilling, in- 
fantry, Alpini and cavalry, motor trans- 
port, ammunition columns, big guns and 
field guns. Women are gathering the 
third harvest. Old men and boys, 1%,- 
000 of them on this part of the front 
alone, are making and repairing the 
roads. 

“The heat fn the plain !s terrific. But 
climbing by the new war roads to 5000 
feet, we came upon a front not unlike 
that of the Somme, with the difference 
that the ground is covered by a vast 
amount of rock and stone, even tn the 
woods, where the hostile armies lie 
facing each other. 

“Crawling, tn order not to draw the 
Austrian artillery fire, we looked across 
an apparently peaceful upland valley. 
Examined with glasses, it showed ruined 
houses, villages and churches. - Here 
the Italians recently repulsed 360,000 Aus- 
trians, equipped with 26 batteries of 12- 
inch guns. 

Trenches Drilled and Blasted, 

“Fighting in this region presents, as ft 
does on every front, its own particular 
difficulties. Here aeroplane observa- 
tion is both difficult and dangerous, ow- 
ing to the presence of vast scattered 
rocks, with little landing space. The 
trenches here, as in the Cadore and Car- 
so rerions, must be drilled by machin- 
ery and blasted. The Austrians are ex- 
tremely well provided with petrol-driven 
machine drills. With these they also ex- 
cavate deep caverns for hiding the guns. 

“What I may call the prisoner puzzle 
is accentuated by the fact that the pris- 
oners taken here are of remarkably fine 
physique. Inlike those I saw yester- 
day, they are mostly Austrian-Germans, 
Poles and Ruthenians. 

“The effect of high-explosive shells 
here is unusually terrible. Splinters 
from the rocks and stones seriously 
increase the efficacy of the projectile. 
A young Italian, who at the beginning 
of the war joined the French army as a 
volunteer and was wounded at Verdun, 


recovered and has since fought here, 


sald: 

“‘At Verdun the bfg shell is a big 
shell. Among these rocks it is equal to 
19 big shells.” The same applies to Ital- 
fan shells fired against the Austrians. 

“T will seek to convey an idea of the 
problem imposed upon his seldiers by 
Gen. Cadorna when the great Austrian 
12-inch guns suddenly began last May. 

“Against the concentration of the 12- 
inch guns and masses of infantry the 
Italians were for the moment power- 
less. Though holding well on by the 
flanks, in the center the Italians were 
overwhelmed, and their bases of supply 
disorganized. 

Roads Won Against Guns. 

“The full_atory of the rapid concentra- 
tion of Italian forces, the organization 
of fresh bases of supplies, including wa- 
ter, of which there Is none on the Asif- 
ago Plateau, and particularly the prob- 
lem of conversion of the Mountain mule 
tracks overnight Into splendid motor 
roads, cannot yet be told. When told, it 
wil! form one of the most thrilling chap- 
ters of the war. 

“Tt was roads versus big guns. Roads 
won. In the face of the strengthening 
of the Italian counter pressure, the Aus- 
trians hesitated to bring forward their 
heavy batteries. The hesitation proved 
fatal to their plans. The completion of 
the roads enable Cadorna to hold them 
ané to baffle them unt!l the Russian of- 
fensive prevented the Austrians from 
making good their severe losses and re- 
lieved the pressure on the Italians. 

‘"The only door Into Italy was slammed 
fn the Austrians’ faces. Now it !{s bolt- 
ed and barred. 

“On my way back from the outer edge 
of the wood, well within the fire zone, 
T visited one of the Italian surgical mo- 
bile hospitals with an operating theater 
that can be folded and carried by motor. 
I‘ is used only for urgent stomach and 
head wounds that cannot bear delay or 
removal. Portable X-Ray apparatus, a 
motor water wagon carrying 60 gal- 
lens, four nurses, four surgeons, physi- 
clans and orderites complete the equip- 
ment. 

“During the last two months 24 urgent 
operations have been performed. The 
hospital hag 200 beds. It was given by 
theh city of Milan and works under the 
Itelian Red Cross. I have visited sev- 
eral other hospitals. Al! are tn every re- 
spect modern, well staffed and well 
equipped. The complete absence of files 
is a remarkable feature of the Italian 


hospitals.”

As a result of these 
operations several hundred prisoners 
have been taken by us.” 


FRENCH REGAIN 
LOST POSITION 


PARIS, Aug. 19.—The French have 
driven the Germans out of the portion 
of the trench nofth of Maurepas, into 
which they penetrated in their counter 
attack last night, according to the offi- 
cial statement issued by the War Office 
tonight. 

Today’s official statement said: 

‘North of the Somme the enemy dur- 
Ing the night delivered several violent 
counter attacks against the positions 
taken by us yesterday and on the pre- 
ceding days from the region north of 
Maurepas to Clery. All the enemy’s 
attempts were broken down by our ma- 
chine-gun fire and the energetic counter 
offensive of our grenadiers and were 
unsuccessful except at one point, where 
the enemy gained a footing in a small 
piece of trench north of Maurepas. We 
took about 30 more prisoners during the 
night. 

“On the left bank of the Meuse (Ver- 
dun front) yesterday, toward the end 
of the day, the Germans delivered two 
attacks with granades against the sali- 
ent northeast of Avocourt redoupt and 
against our trenches on Hill 94. The 
enemy waé unable to reach our lines at 
any point and was forced to fall back. 

“On the right bank of the. river the 
fighting, which began yesterday, con- 
tinued obstinately. Our troops captured 
foot by foot the clump of ruined 
houses which the enemy was still oc- 
cupying on the edge of Fleury. The en- 
tire village is now in our possession, not. 
withstanding two violent German at- 
tacks, which resulted only in san- 
guinary losses to the enemy. € 

“In the region east of the Vaux Chap- 
itre Wood grenade fighting contjnues, in 
the neighborhood of the road leading to 
Vaux fort. Fairly lively German coun- 
ter attacks brought about no appreciable 
change. The number of unwounded 
prisoners taken by us on the right bank 
of the Meuse during the fighting of 
Aug. 17 and 18 exceeds 200. 

“On the Somme, Second Lieutenant 
Guynemer brought down on Aug. I7 his 
thirteenth aeroplane and yesterday his 
fcurteenth, which fell between Boucha- 
vesnes and Clery. On Aug. 17 Second 
Lieutenant Haurtetux also brought 
down a German machine, his fifth.” 


GERMAN LINE ON 
SOMME SHORTENED 


BERLIN, via London, Aug. 19.—The 
War Office report of today says the 
Germans victoriously resisted the stu- 
pendous Anglo-French attack on the 
Somme frent which was made yester- 
day, but between Gulllemont and Mavu- 
repas the Germans shortened their line 
somewhat. 

The statement follows: 

“Our brave troops yesterday victori- 
ously resisted with self-sacrificing tena- 
city a stupendous effort on the part of 
our combined enemies. At about the 
same time in the afternoon, after arti!- 
lery preparations which Increased to the 
utmost violence, the British and French 
masses advanced to the assault north of 
the Somme over a section of about 
7 kllometers (12% miles), while very 


the right bank of the Meuse against the 
Thiaumont-Fleury sector and against 
our positions tn Chapitre and Berg 
Woods. 

“North of the Somme the battle raged 
until far tnto the night. At several 
points the enemy penetrated our first 
line of trenches and was (driven out 
again. Between Guillemont and Mau- 
repas we somewhat shortened our sali- 
ent line during the night, in accordance 
with our plans. 

“The enemy paid with tremendous and 
sanguinary losses for his efforts, which 
on the whole have failed. 

“On the right bank of the Meuse re- 
peated French assaults broke down with 
very heavy losses to the enemy, after 
bitter fighting at certain points. In the 
village of the Fleury the fighting still 
continues. In the eastern sector of the 
Chapitre Woods more than 100 prisoners 
were taken during a counter attack. In 
the mountain wood we completely de- 
stroyed salient trenches abandoned by 
us.””

always Keeping his beat free from 
thieves and undesirables. The Com- 
missioner says these three conversa- 
tions are the only ones he has ever 
had with the Lieutenant Governor. 


Politicians generally believed yesterday 
that there was some hitch,in the plan to 
name Butler, because of a delay in mak- 
ing out his commission. Painter had 
been away from Jefferson City since Fri- 
day night. Before he departed he in- 
structed N. E. Williams, the Governor's 
secretary, to hold up the commission un- 
til his return tomorrow. He intimated, 
however, that his determination to name 
Butler was unchanged. 


Another cause for speculation 
‘among the politiclans arises from 
rather vague statements by Painter 
and Gov.

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UNTRY HAS HAD 
ENCUGH SURGERY, 
HUGHES DECLARES 


Another Kind of Treatment Now 
Needed, He Tells San Fran- 
cisco Business Men. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 19.—Charles 
E. Hughes today told audiences here 
and in Oakland that the Government of 
the United States could not be properly 
conducted by mixing politics with busi- 
with the main- 
tenance of international honor OF with 
other administrative functions of Gov- 
ernment. 

“When you start out to be military, be 
military, and not political,” Mr. Hughes 
said in Oakland. He repeated his dec- 
laration that he favored fostering hon- 
orable Ameriean achievements in busi- 
ness and adjusting difficulties by find- 
ing the facts and acting upon them. 

“You can break down your prosperity 
by prostituting yourself in the face of 
an unjust, popular demand,” Mr. 
Hughes said. “I shall never do that. 
And the unjust popular demand is only 
unjust because the facts are not un- 
derstood. The only thing I am afraid 
of in this country is the dark. When we 
get things out into the light of day, and 
see the actual facts, we generally find 
out where the truth and justice lies. 

“Some people live in dreamland,’’ Mr, 
Hughes continued, in speaking of the 
need for military and commercial pre- 
paredness. “They do not understand 
the actual world we live in.’’ 

On Federal Commissions, 

The nominee spoke of Federal com- 
missions to investigate ’ various situa- 
tions, 

“Expert commissions are nothing ex- 
cept as they are dominated by good 
sense, inspired by loyalty and patriotism 
and controlled by the facts and the 
justice of the case before them,”’ he 
said. 

“TI beliey We can pvt down what 
is wrong without destroying what is 
good. We do not desire in cofrecting 
abuses to destroy the opportunities of 
success. 
about it correctly to destroy abuses, to 
secure open and fair dealing and at the 
same time make possible honest en- 
terprise. 

‘We cannot go forward unless we 
realize ourselves nationally. We must 
more than ever understand that national 
powers are to be exercised and that na- 
tional prosperity can be gained only by 
the potency of our national organiza- 
tion.”’ 

Mr. Hughes declared himself opposed 
to invisible government. 

“TI want,” he said, “visible govern- 
ment, comp2tent administration not only 
by those elected by the people, but by 
oppointees of elected officials who repre- 
sent the competence, the intelligence and 
the talent of the nation. We are enti- 
tled to that.’’ 

In his address to business men of San 
Francisco at the Commercial Club Mr. 
Hughes said in part: 

“‘We come to a constructive period, a 
difficult period, a period in which Amer- 
ica must look forward with greater con- 
fidence in the soundness of our life 
than she has hitherto had. We have 
had an abundant surgery. Nobody can 
live by surgery alone, however neces- 
sary it may be. 

Must Have Hygienic Treatment. 

“We have got to have hygienic treat- 
ment. I am glad to think that we are 
ready for that forward movement and 
think we can be sure that we can con- 
trol monopolistic parties and that we 
can prevent unjust discrimination. We 
can secure a square deal and yet we 
can foster enterprise, build up and not 
destroy, encourage and not fetter and 
make the honorable man of business 
feel that he has a free avenue to an 
honest success. 

“If we cannot so judge the United 
States then our future is a troublous 
one and we will fail as great nations 
\of the past have failed. We are but a 
young people. We are only an experi- 
ment. Nations several times our age 
have perished and left but scant me- 
morials. We have a very difficult sys- 
tem of Government. It requires con- 
stant attention and constant study on 
the part of those who know. The man 
who knows is the man I want to talk 
to about every department of life. 

“I do not believe’ it is necessary to 
prostitute national business, in order to 
have the confidence of the electorate; I 
think that is a great mistake. 

“Everywhere along the line from this 
time on, we have got to consider, not

“I have talked with many along that 
line and I believe without doing you 
gentlemen any injustice, that there is 
a great deal that we have yet to learn 
in this country in order that we may 
hold our own with the better Organized 
nations abroad. 


“We have a world yet to do tn this 
country. We are loose. We are dis- 
jointed and we are unorganized. I 
want to see fair competition on a prop- 
er basis with such supervision as may 
be necessary to prevent abuses in 
Order that we can go forward and ad- 
vance our foreign trade throughout 
the world. 

“Now, when the nation has anything 
to do and undertakes the management 
of any particular kind of work, it 
ought to be done in a way that would 
be a pattern for the entire country, so 
that Federal standards in every form 
of Governmental activity would fur- 
nish a pattern for any State activity 
of a like nature. 


“The fact that we have the State 
Supreme in its sphere and the nation 
Supreme in its sphere, the fact that 
where the two intertwine the Federal 
power must be regarded as the domi- 
nant power, does not mean that we 
should not have those accommoda- 
tions which will present certainty and 
Security in all those business activi- 
ties that come in contact with the 


Government where the interest is lo- 
cal. 


“There should be opportunity for it to 
be heard while the interest is local. 
Where the interest is national, there 
must be the opportunity for it to be 
heard. Where you have this district or 
territory or area in which trere is doubt 
there should be opportunity for each to 
be heard and a proper tribunal deter- 
mined and leave no twilight zone—no 


can fall into disesteem and come under a 


cloud of doubt. 

“I maintain that wherever we have the 
Government represented in regulation 
and supervision it must be a regulation 
and supervision that is really expert and 
Square with the facts of business life. 
There is no conflict between the public 
rights and what is right for the indi- 
vidual when properiy understood. The 
difficulty comes in when we have inex- 
pertness and fear and apprehension and 
a desire to please this one or that one 
instead of squarely facing the facts and 
relying upon the common sense of jus- 
tice.’ 

At the Union Iron Works, Ignatius 
Sullivan, a machinist, left his latue 
Icng enough to climb into Hughes’ auto- 
mobile and introduce him. The candi- 
di te repeated his declaration: for protec- 
tive tariff, argued for more liberal work-

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Board of Public Service Plans 
Five of Them to Avert Flood 
From Rainfalls. 


Officials of the Board of Public 
Service yesterday told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter that five large extensions 
to the new $3,500,000 Mill Creek Sewer 
must be bullt before flooding of cer- 
tain streets in the Mill Creek Sewer 
district can be prevented when there 
is a heavy rainfall. The estimated 
cost of these extensions is $1,250,000. 

This statement was made in con- 
nection with the two recent failures 
of the big sewer to carry off the rain- 
fall, resulting in the flooding of 


streets and basements in a number of 
places. 

These extension sewers are to be 
constructed in the district which al- 
ready has been taxed for the full 
amount of the cost of the new Mill 
Creek sewer. Plans for them have 
not been completed, and it is esti- 
mated that it will take two or three 
years to build them. 

No bonds or special tax bills will be 
issued to meet the expense of these ad- 
ditional sewers. It is the present in- 
tention of city officials to pay for the 
work out of municipal revenue, so that 
the cost will be spread over the entire 
city. Only about a tenth of the city’s 
area ig embraced in the districts to be 
benefited. 


Line of Principal Extension, 
The principal extension, starting at 


Vandeventer and Duncan avenues, and 
running north and west to Sarah street 
and McPherson avenue, where it will 
branch, will be almost equal in size to 
the new Mill Creek sewer. It will be at 
least 11 feet wide at the terminal. Two 
others will be in excess of seven feet 
wide. 

All these new tributaries of the M1! 
Creek sewer will be in the watershed 
which the latter was intended to drain, 
but they are made necessary py the in- 
adequacy of the old systema. The 
heavier downpour on Aug. 12 disclosed 
that the present connecting sewers were 
gorged by the storm water and over 
flowed as the did in previous rains

Advantage is being taken of a statute 
passed by the State Legislature in 1915 
to abolish the primaries. That law now 
applies only to St. Louis, as it permits 
cities of more than 400,000 population to 
establish their own methods of nomina- 
tions and elections, subject to super- 
vision by the Board of Election Commis- 
sioners and with the machinery provid- 
ed by the general election laws. 

The bill to be fathered by Hall contem- 
plates the selection of delegates from 
each ward, as formerly, but any quali- 
fied voters may seek the nomination as 
a convention delegate by paying a fee 
of $10. Instead of two polling places in

It Seems That 


California ‘Comet, Burned 
Out in Davis Cup Matches,

Maurice McLoughlin, After Long Rest in Which He Has

T happens now and then in athletic sports that a man burns himself out. 
If he’s a champion we may hear of it, but if he’s just one of the runners- 

up he drops quietly out of sight as an athlete, and that’s the end of it. 
When a Maurice McLoughlin burns himself out it makes a sensation. 
For a couple of years the tennis people all over the world have wondered 
what has happened to McLoughlin’s game. There have been many wise con- 
clusions drawn by the wise men of athletics. One great tennis player wrote 


an article for a magazine explaining the whole thing, 


McLoughlin, he said, had made one 
mistake. He had written a book 
about how to play tennis. In writing 


he found it necessary to study 2ut 
his own form. Before that time he 
had always played with entirely nat- 
ural vim and dash, giving _ litcle 
thought to the manner in which he 
achieved results. Now he had de- 
ascribed the proper way in which to 
play different strokes, and when 16 
layed again he tried to “play by the 
ook.” That is, he tried to play tho 
strokes in the manner he describad. 
His descriptions had been lucid and 
guite correct. But he had been play- 
ing without thinking of what was 
correct and what was not correct, 
Trying to*follow his own excellent 
dvice made him self-conscious, He 
ost time in thinking of the move- 
ments he always had made naturally. 
Therefore his game lost its pep, he 
was a methodical player—no more 
the “California Comet” of the early

“Live Bird’? Days Are Over. 


The grand American was first intro- 
duced at New York in 1893 and was shot 
at live birds. The last G. A. H. that 


was shot at live birds wag in 1902, after 
which the inanimate target was intro- 
duced. When the “‘lifeless’’ target was 
brought ‘into existence the shooters nad 
to shoot at 100 before getting a chance 
for leading honors. Only ence hag a star 
won with a perfect score, this coming 
in 1910, when Riley Thompson, shooting 
from the 19-yard line, landed firat hon- 
ors. 

Shooters from every state in the Union, 
headed by their champions, will be here 
for the events. The Interstate Associa- 
tion, which is promoting the event, sees 
to it that the diffegent title holders wild 
be on hand by paying their expenses.

Up 
until last year these vital considera- 
tions made Packard one of the most ex- 
pensive cars on the American market. 
Packard cars are today more expensive 
than most other cars. That must al- 
ways be true, so long as Packard qual- 
ity is maintained. Large savings in cost 
have been made by maintaining a large 
volume in production. Our organization 
has been increased to 13,000 men, build- 
ing equipment was doubled and im- 
proved machinery installed. We spent 
over $7,000,000 in getting ready to make 
the Twin Six.

In matters of detail there are im-

‘The ignition of your automobile 
should be thoroughly gone over at 


least once during the summer touring 
season for any shortcomings that the 
season's travel may have developed,” 
is the statement of James E. Newell, 
president of the Newell Motor Car 
Co., who is the local distributor for 
the Haynes “Light Six” cars. 

“It is good policy to give first aid 
to the spark plugs at least every 
1600 miles, since this inconspicuous 
but important part of the ignition 
system is oftenest in need of atten- 
tion.

just about the thickness of a thin 
dime in width. The motor may §sstill 
miss occasionally on acceleration or 
on a hard hill pull after this adjust- 
ment, and in such a case the points

can be brought a little closer to- 
gether without serious consequences. 
It is necessary that the gaps be ad- 
justed to the same width in all cyl- 
inders, since the motor will tend to 
ruh unevenly, if any variation oc- 
curs? 

“The second part of the ignition 
system that should be looked after at 
regular intervals is the ignition 4is- 
tributor. A sure indication of trou- 
ble in this mechaniém is a tendency 
of the motor to stop firing and an 
engine that is easy to ‘kill. This ts 
commonly caused by the roughening 
of breaker points. 

“The trouble can be remedied by 
smoothing them until they have & 
perfect surface over their entire area. 
The smoothing can be accomplished 
most readily by filing with a fine 
mill or jeweler’s file, or rubbing with 
sand paper.

Financiers Speak of 
Large Borrowing as “Short 


Credit.”’

NEW YORK, Aug. 19.—The Evening 
Post, in its weekly financial review

says. 

“To what extent this has become an 
era of large things in the field of inter- 
national finance, the present week’s op- 
eration of the British Government on 
the New York market is a witness. The 
$250,000,000 borrowing is described in Lon- 
don, not as a public loan. but as a 
‘short credit.’ Yet tne largest single 
long-term loan evér issued by the Brit- 
ish Government, before 1914, was the 
$300,000,000 Boer war loan of 190]. But the 
European war loans of 1914 and 1915 
have changed the point of view. 

“Financial markets which, 14 or 15 
years ago, were surprised at themselves 
for ‘thinking in hundred millions’ have 
now become as thoroughly accustomed 
to thinking in thousand-millions. The 
world had never dreamed of such mob- 


flizing of credit, until the great bellig- 
erents of this war began to borrow. 
Big Loans of the Past, 

“To the average man, the astonishing 
art of such operations as this week's 
s not so much the need of $250,000,000 by 
Great Britain as the comfortable ease 
with which the American markets grant 
the application. The familiar query of 
the ‘man in the street’ is, where our 
markets gets such prodigious supplies of 
capital, which appear to be available on 
the shortest notice and in the most un- 
limited quantity. Even the ‘billion dol- 
lar steel flotation of 1901, could be mea- 
surably understood, because the bulk of 
the capitalization of that huge concern 
merely went in exchange for the stock 
of numerous other hundred-million con- 
cerns which were to be absorbed and 
amalgamated. But the two-year collat- 
eral loan of a quarter-of-a-billion to 
England, is, on its face, an outright 
grant of newly raised American capital. 

“It is not simply that, howevor; 
and there are two or three aspects 
of the transaction, considered froin 
an economic point of view, which 
make it a little more comprehensibl«. 
During some time past London has 
been paying for her purchases of 
munitions here with’ sales of Améii- 
can securities. There were disadvan- 
tages to both parties in this expedi- 
cnt. London lost control of some very 
desirable investments, and the Amcr- 
ican markets ran the chance of hav- 
ing prices forced down on the Stock 
Exchange by too heavy unloading of 
our stocks and bonds from England 
The British Government, therefore, 
arranges for what is virtually an ex- 
tension of payment, the ultimate pay- 
ment being secured by deposit of the 
securities in New York. 

When Loans Are Pald. 

“Still, the postponing of the par- 
ment means that two ears hence, 
wher the loan matures, England must 
either put down the $250,000,000 cash 
in New York City, or obtain a further 
extension of the obligation, or sell 
the securities on our markets. This 
will be only one of the huge mass of 
payments which will have to be made 
tio us by England during the first 
few years of peace. How will they 
be made? The question is peculiarly 
=1 ghana 6 Judged purely by econo- 
mic precedent, the payment-might be 
made in gold, or in merchandise, or 
in new securities. 

“Payment in gold would not be 
probable, Our own accumulated r¢- 
serve of poe will by that time be far 
ater than is required for our own 
inancial purposes: but England will 
need gold to retire her war-time cur- 
rency notes or put them on a perm.- 
nent redempuon basis, as the caso 
may be, while the Continent, in re- 
organiz ng its inflatea currencies, 
would naturally draw _on London. 

“Payment in merchandise would 
‘mean the sale to us of more gor (ls 
than we should send to England. But 
the question would arise whether tnis 
Was possible, with England's home 
supply of labor depleted by the war 
and wages kept high by scarcity vf 
hands and the pressure of taxation. 

“Payment in new securities would. 
in substance, amount to further ex- 
tension of the indebtedness to the 

nited States. Measured by past ex- 
perience, this recourse would be 
wholly logical If adopted on any 
substantial ecale, however, {t woul

“Perhaps the central devel t of 
the week, in our own Indust situa- 
tion, has been the very decided revival 
in the steel trade.

two years, while still leaving the mass 
of our best security holdings untouched. 
One reason for the present firmness of 
stocks here is that the constant ‘‘mo- 
oe schemes’’ are creating scar- 
city. 

Reports in America that munition or- 
ders are temporarily increasing, may 
be correct. But all calculations show 
that a decrease will be visible shortly, 
especially in manufactured things. Nev- 
ertheless, London believes America’s in- 
dustrial and financial activity to be as- 
sured for months, if not years ahead. 
This should especialy be true of ship- 
mycine. 

The higher interest rates here are 
achieving the desired purpose, and bank 
returns show strengthening of the posi- 
tion. 

Concerning the probable duration of 
the war, you should be better informed 
than we, because your people are pre- 
sumably able to get a better view of 
the situation and popular feeling in Ger- 
many. We, while hoping for early and 
satisfactory termination of the war, are 
basing all our calculations on a conflict 
indefinitely prolonged. This seems to us 
to be rendered likely “7, the Prussian 
military control of the German people, 
and by the pppsrent success of the rul- 
ing powers in hiding the truth of the po- 
ition from the public,

FAVORL TRADE | 
CONDITIONS MARK 
LIVESTOGK MARKET 


Cattle Values Show Sharp Gains 
on the Week; Hogs Also 
Are Strong. 


Reported for the Post-Dispatch by the 
National Livestock Commission Co., Na- 
tional Stockyards, Ill. 

Favorable trade conditions marked the 
local cattle market last week. It was 
one of the best markets, from a general 
standpoint, encountered in many weeks, 

here was no exception to the advance, 
all varieties of cattle coming in_ for 
their share of the upturn, and this, in 
some instances, was sharp. 

The general rains of the past week or 
10 days were a decisive factor in the 
improvement of the market. However, 
had the drouth continued, the outcome 
would have been the direct reverse, for 
this would have meant a rush to mar- 
ket with unfinished cattle of all varie- 
ties, and there was but one logical out- 
come to expect from this—declining 
markets. 

A general advance of 35c to SOc per 
cwt was scored on beef steers during 
the week. Prime finished kinds were 
scarce, bulk of the receipts, including 
mostly medium to good kinds. Choice 
to prime steers are quotable at $9. 
to $10.90; good to choice, $8.75 to $9.65; 
medium to good, $8 to $8.75; common to 
medium, $6.50 to $8 


Stockers Are Strong. 


Rains meant everything to stockers 
and feeders. Stockers are strong. For 
a while about two weeks ago, little 
could be sold to go back to the country, 
outside of a few of the real high quality 
Steers. The bulk of the offerings were 
then forced to a killer outlet. This bas 
been eliminated, owing to the rains, and 
demand during the past week indicated 
the generous desire upon the part of 
the countem-to take hold of these cattle, 
as long aS weather conditions were sat- 
isfying. Generally, prices were 25c high- 
er than a week ago. It looks advisable 
that prospective buyers will be taking 
time by the forelock by purchasing thin 
Cattle at present market values, for 
with any reasonable rain in the next 
few weeks, advances are more. than 
likely. Good to choice stockers and 
feeders were quotable at $7.10 to $7.6, 
medium to good, $6.25 to $7.10, common 
to medium, .25 to $6.25. Good to choice 
stock cows, $5.25 to $5.60; common to 
fair, $4.75 ‘to $6.25. 

Yearling butcher cattle, either steers 
or heifers, displayed a radical advance, 
ranging 50c to Tic higher. The general 
run of butcher stuff, such as cows, 
bulls and mixed stuff, closed 25c high- 
er. Choice to prime yearlings, $9.25 
to $10.25; good to choice, $8.50 to $9.25; 
medium to good, $7.50 to $8.50; common 
to medium, $5.50 to $7. Choice to fancy 
heavy beef cows, $6.75 to $7.25; medium 
to good, $5.76 to $6.25; light flesh cows, 
$5 to $5.50; cutters, $4.50 to $5; canners, 
$4.25 to $4.50. Good fat beef bulls, $6.50 
to $7; heavy sausage bulls, $5.75 to $6.25; 
light sausage bulls, $5 to . 25. 

At the ee of the hog market yes- 
terday, pose hogs reached a basis 
higher than they have been at any 
period in more than siy years. Ex- 
treme top of the market yesterday 
was $10.90. The bulk of the good fat 
hogs, weighing 150 lbs. or more, sold 
at $10.70 to $10.90; Digs. 120 ‘to 140 
lbs., $9.75. to $10.60; lighter weigh:t 
pigs, $7.50 to $9.50, with rough hogs 

ringing 9.70 to 10. 

The strength in the hog situation 
can be attributed to these reasons 
First, the crop of marketable stuff 
does not seem to be of sufficient voi- 
ume to more than care for the needs 
of consumers, for packers and ths 
smaller concerns are moving the 
fresh product about as fast as it can 
be killed, This latter reason is due 
to extensive war orders and the fact 
that the East is shy of hogs; thus 
these factors serve an unusually 
healthy demand for the receipts com- 
ing, and barring the usual fluctua- 
tions in the market from day to day, 
and at times slight setbacks, there 
appears little reason to offer other- 
wise than that the future promistcs 
a satisfactory outlet for swine. 

One factor in the hog trade to be 
reckoned with is the big distinction 
that buyers are making between 
grassy, haf-fat hogs, and the strictly 
good corn-fed solid kind of the same 
weight. To fillustrate this, a well- 
rounded straight-barreled bunch cf 
hogs, thoroughly hard in _ flesh, 
weighing 200 lbs., will sell, bascd 
upon Saturday’s market, at $10.70 to 
$19.90. At the same time. a bunch of 
green, half-fat hogs of the sanie 
weight .would not sell over $10.25 to 
$10.50. This is the condition that pre- 
vails on all weights, where the qual- 
ity varies. 

Generous sheep in 
ate receipts have maintained trade in 
good condition. Lambs closed 10c to 
1§6c higher for the week, with all 
grades of killing 5 steady, with 
best breding ewes 25c higher. There 
were no prime lambs here vesterday, 
but they would have brought $10.85. 
The bulk of the fat kind sold at 
$10.25 to $10.75: medium lambs, $9.59 
to $10: good culls, $7; eT DS culls, 
$4 to $6. Fat sheep, $7 to 5; chop- 
pers and bucks, $5.50; A ead Mh 33. 
Choice black-faced breeding ewes, 35 
to $8.75, seconds, $7.25 to $7.75, with 
the plain breeding ewes selling at 
$6 to $6.75.

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WORRY AND LOSS — 
IN OVERCROWDING 
OF POULTRY FLOGK 


Disease, Parasites and Nonpro- 
ductiveness Among the Chief 


Resulting Evils.

that causes more loss and grief than 
any other, it is overcrowding. The flock | 
that is overcrowded is subjected at once 
to nearly all the profit-killing ils that 
poultry js heir to, while on the other 
hand plenty of room is the best and 
cheapest remedy for troubles caused by 
crowding. 

Perhaps the greatest evil resulting 
from overcrowding is the tendency to- 
wards disease of all kinds, especially 
infectious ailments. This is to be ex- 
pected, not only because the close prox- 
imity of the birds aids disease to spread 
readily from one to another, but also 
because of the impossibility of maintain- 
ing sanitary conditions, whether the 
birds are indoors or out, or whether ths 
season is summer or winter. 

Some poultrymen have the mistaken 
idea that because their birds are in an 
open pen out of doors a little crowding 
will do no harm. Ventilation is im- 
portant, but so are some other factors. 
The worst evil in close yarding is that 
the ground becomes foul so quickly. Be- 
ing forced to stand, scratch or pick up 
feed in their own filth is a sure means 
of bringing trouble and plenty of it 

There are poultry raisers who think 
that crowding in the house in winter 
will do no harm, just so the birds are 
warm. In fact, some few persons be- 
lieve that some crowding in the winter ‘s 
a good thing, because it insures warmth, 
through the birds huddling together. 
This is as bad or worse than crowding 
out of doors. 

Another of the evils of close yarding 1s 
that this means idle birds. Such a bird 
is not a good producer and, worse than 
that, idleness encourages the worst of 
vices and habits with which the poultry- 
man has to contend. Chief among thes 
are egg eating and feather picking. Both 
rabits are exceedingly difficult to eradi- 
cate, once they break out. The best 
way to discourage these habits and 
break them is to keep the birds busy 
scratching for their feed and be sure 
that they have the proper variety of 
food. Should these measures fail of a 
cure, the habit usually is an incurable 
one and the offender had better be dis- 
posed of. 

A third evil from overcrowding, espe- 
cially in warm weather, is the favorable 
conditions it affords to parasites of all 
kinds. Unless a constant warfare on 
these pests is kept up, the crowded poul: 
try house or yard, including the birds, 
will soon be found to be literally alive 
with lice and mites. The parasite prob- 
lem is a comparatively simple one in 
flocks that have plenty of room, due to 
a large extent to the fact that there 
is plenty of opportunity for these birds 
to dust themselves, and, except possibly 
at night, they are away from all places 
that harbor the pests. 

There are precautions that the poultry- 
man may take to overcome or avoid 
the evils of crowded quarters, such as 
apading up the yards frequently, provid- 
ing plenty of clean scratching litter, 
fumigating the house frequently and 
keeping it scrupulously clean. But the 
better plan 1s to cut down the size of 
the flock to the proper capacity of the 
quarters. A hundred hens in an over. 
crowded house or pen will not lay as 
many eggs as will 60 hens that have 
enough room. Yet the 100 birds will eat 
twice as much as the 50, cause twice as 
much work and probably more than 
twice as much worry. There are many 
poultry raisers who have from 8 to 100 
or more birds who would make more 
clear profit with 10 birds and do it 
with only a fraction of the work, but 
they have the mistaken idea that num- 
bers is the thing that counts. They taka 
a certain pride in being able'to say they 
have a flock of 100 hens, when many of 
them would be better off by far if they 
had only 15 or two dozen.

Mateing White Leghornes, 
When a cockerel has the proper 
markings for a breeding bird except 
that it has a six-point comb, will that 
be detriment to him? If a cockerel is 


perfectly good except an extra largo 
comb which droops, will that be a bad 
feature? Do you know the name of a 
book that gives information on White 
Leghorns? Just what are the markings 
for a standard bird? Is it a nice 
straight pelvis, large yellow ears, five- 
point comb, ‘low tall, yellow legs and 
bill? I am a beginner, and all I know 
is what I have seen from other people's 
stuff.—Mrs. T. L. W., Burksville, [iL 

I suppose that in all the questions 
above you are referring to White Leg- 
horn males, and I shall reply on that 
basis. You refer in the first and second 
question to a bird being perfectly 
marked aside from the defects named. 
There are no birds that are perfect. 
There are birds which approach per- 
fection in this and other varieties, but 
none are perfect. A White L eghorn 
male should have a five-point comb, ac- 
cording to the Standard, but I do nut 
regard the six-point comb as greatly 
objectionable. Of course, in scoring it 
you would have to cut it, according to 
the Standard, but there are some who 
advocate that such a comb as the Leg- 
horn’s should be allowed to have five

~ . that m the Madison Square Garden 
Show, New York, for the last two or 
three years, the six-point comb birds 
have been winning more than their share 
of the prizes. Of course they haven't 
won on their comb, but the judges have 
considered them so good otherwise that 
they have awarded them high place. 
The second defect mentioned is more 
serious. The Standard describes the sin- 
ble Leghorn comb as being medium in 
size. It seems to me this is not quite 
right. I believe I should say the ideal 
Leghorn comb is rather large for the 
size of the bird, but not extra large. 
It should be soft, neat, clean and al- 
most of a velvety texture. It should 
not be extra large, should not lop over 
nor be of a beefy, coarse type. The 
Leghorn is a refined bird of rather 
small size and a coarse head piece ir 
very objectionable, so if the comb you 
extra large and 
“droopy” that would be quite an objec- 
tion, but how serious a defect I couldn't 


You ask about a book that gives in- 
formation about single-comb Whits 
Leghorns. I suppose you mean a com- 
plete description of the bird. All Stand- 
ard varieties are completely and offi- 
clally described in the American Stand- 
ard of Perfection, which is copyrighted 
and is the official book of the Ameri- 
can Poultry Association. Most varie- 
ties are illustrated. The price is $2. It 
can be obtained from any poultry pa- 
per or poultry supply house, or from 
S. T. Campbell, Mansfield, O., secretary 
of the American Poultry Association. It 
is indispensable to a breeder who wants 
to have his birds right There are 
books also on Leghorns. The Reliable 
Poultry Journal of Quincy, IIL, pub- 
lishes an excellent illustrated one. Il 
know of no book devoted exclusively to 
single-comb White Leghorns, except 
some of the catalogues of big specialty | 
breeders. 

With regard to marks for a Standard 
bird, I am not allowed, of course, to 
quote the Standard verbatim on account 
of the copyright, but I may briefly de- 
scribe the Leghorn as follows: The 
weights are: Cocks, 5% lIbs.; cockerels, 
4% lbs.; hens, 4 Ilbs.; pullets, 34% Ibs. The 
comb of the male has been in part de- 
scribed above. It should be delicate 
and straight and refined in appearanco. 
The ideal comb has five serrations quite 
evenly divided, the center one being 
somewhat higher thah the others. The 
eye is red or reddish gray, the head is 
neat in appearance, the ear lobes are 
white, that is, the whiter the better. 
They should be oblong in shape. The 
wattles are somewhat larger than me- 
dium in size. The bird has an upright, 
graceful carriage. You don’t want a 
short body, short legs or short neck. 
The body is close to the horizontal, but 
isn't precisely so. It sidpes duwnwards 
towards the tail. This applies to the 
back also. The tail should be at an 
angle of about # degrees. It should 
rise from the back in a gentle curve. 
A high tail is objectionable. The legs 
should be rather long for the size of 
the bird and rather small. The toes 
should be straight. The color of the 
legs yellow. The fluff should be mod- 
erately short. The color of the plumage, 
of course, should be white in all sec- 
tions on and under the surface.

Proposed Increase in Cost of 
Insurance Is to Cover a 
Deficiency. 


A mass meeting of members of the 
Legion of Honor will be held Tuesday 
evening at the Legion of Honor Home,

crease in the cost of insurance that has 
been proposed by the Supreme Council. 

The meeting has been arranged by @& 
committee composed of the chancellors 
and recorders of each council, of which 
W. F. Bohn is chairman, and Oliver 
Shattinger secretary, to give the mem- 
bers an opportunity to ask questions and 
be fully advised as to all phases of the 
proposition. 

The inéreased rates, which are to 
take effect Oct. 1, are based on a val- 
uation made in the spring by an actu- 
jary, which showed the total actual and 
contingent assets of the order to be $1,- 
163,149.58, and the actual and contingent 
liabilities to be $1,486,890.13. 

The deficiency, the actuary reported, 
was chargeable to the step-rate class of 
membership.

Attachment May Hold Property 
of About 50 Iron Molders for 
Several Years. 


HATTERS’ CASE PARALLEL 


Men Face Removal or Scraping 
Along on Small Allowance 
by International Union. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
| BRIDGEPORT, Conn., Aug. 19.—Ru- 


dolph Zahlszer does not understand Con- 
necticut law. Neither does Steve Spod- 
nik, nor Andrew Chorba, nor Frank Ko- 
sick, nor Mike Fordak, although they 


have lived here from five to 23 years, 
and just now have good reasons for 
wanting to understand it. 

Under the Connecticut law the homes, 
savings accounts and other property of 
these men and more than 40 others have 
been attached by Deputy Sheriff Cun- 
ningham in the $200,000 conspiracy suit 
against the Iron Molders’ Union by four 
foundry companies. Until the suit is 


it promises to go to the United States 
Supreme Court—these men can neither 
touch a dollar of their savings in bank 
nor sell ‘any of their property. 

All because of a strike of about 300 
molders for higher pay and recognition 
of a shop committee, a strike in which 
the molders sought to persuade the men 
hired to take their places of the error 
of the way of strikebreakers. 

Settlement a Long Way Off. 

Settlement of the strike appears a long 
time off, in view of the court action by 
the manufacturers, so Rudolph Zahls- 
zer and his friends will either have to 
move their families to another city or 
scrape along on the $7.40 or $10 a week 
the International Molders’ Union sends 
them from Cincinnati. 

Staring them in the face is the recol- 
lection of what happened to the Dan- 
bury hatters, upon whom fell the bur- 
den of paying a judgment of $252,000 
and costs, and who are still paying out 
of their weekly wages, under penalty 
of losing their homes if they do not 
pay. 

The moulders of Bridgeport have one 
advantage that the hatters of Danbury 
did not have. In the Danbury case the 
men were sued as individuals and the 
union was not made a defendant. This 
is due to the fact that Howard W. Tay- 
lor of Danbury, who was one of the 
counsel for the hatters in the early 
Stages of the litigation, succeeded, in 
May, 1915, in getting through the Con- 
necticut Legislature a law which makes 
the union Hable to attachment before its 
individual members. Tayor, who was a 
member of the 1915 Assemby said to 
the Post-Dispatch correspondent today: 

Hard Fight to Amend Law. 

“I had the hardest fight of my life 
in getting the law even in that form. 
Formerly the companies could sue mem- 
bers of the union individually, without 
naming the union. My experience in 
the hatters’ case convinced me of the 
wrong of that system, and I determined 
that legislation amending this iniquit- 
ous practice should stand to my credit, 
if nothing else did. 

“At first I tried to amend the law 


| 


so the union alone would be responsi- 


; ble, but the corporation interests would 


' 


/not stand for that. After a hard fight 
in the Judiciary Committee and on the 
floor the present law was passed as 
a compromise. 

“What the union should do in the 
Bridegeport case, it seems to me, is 
t>» move to have the Hability reduced 
and then give bond for the amount. 
That would prevent a foreclosure on 
the homes of the men in case of a 
judgment against them.” , 


INFANTILE PARALYSIS NOT TO 
DELAY OPENING OF SCHOOLS 


Supt. Blewett Says Every Precaution 
Will Be Taken to Prevent Dis- 
ease Getting Start Here. 

Supt. Blewett of the public schools said 
yesterday there was no probability that 
the opening of the schools would be 
delayed by the prevalence of infantile 
paralysis in the East. There was no 
reason to think, he said, that such a 
step would be necessary, and it was not 

being considered. 

The school officials, he sald, were, of 
course, anxious about the situation in 
the East, and would watch develop- 
ments, have a conference with the 
Health Department officials, keep in 
close touch with them and take every 
precaution to prevent the disease gaining 
a foothold here.

bite, the discovery of a French surgeon who dis- 

sipated his private fortune in research, is de- 

scribed by a young New England woman who 
has been serving in the hospitals of the allies in France, 
in a recent letter to the Outlook. The name of the 
surgeon is Dr. Barthe de Sandfort, Hospital St. Nich- 
olas, Issy-le-Moulineaux, Press de Paris, and up to the 
time of the discovery, the author of the letter declares, 
he had devoted virtually all his time to the one prob- 
lem. An extract from the letter, telling of the cure, 
follows: 

“T have been to a hospital (not here, but in Paris, 
before my return here) where I saw the most wonderful 
cures wrought on suffering men that I have ever seen 
in my life. I saw 11 men. (there were more) who had 
had burned tar played upon them by the most recently 
perfected device of their so-called civilized enemy. When 
they reached the hospital the tar was still burning, their 
clothes were burned off. 

“We went first to see the dressing done upon those 
whose feet and hands had been frozen at Verdun, men 
who had been lying on watch, immobile for days, mov- 
ing neither hands nor feet for fear of being discovered 
by the enemy, along a part of the lines where trenches 
are impossible because of swampy soil. Have you ever 
seen gangrenous feet or hands? Do you know what 
things of horror they can become? Do you know what 
the odor of gangrene is? And do you Know that almost 
always the foot or hand, if not the whole limb, must be 
amputated? Then you will know something of the won- 
der when I tell you that of all the dozens and dozens 
sent to this surgeon only one had to have his legs am- 
putated, and of the others only a few lost their toes, 
and these because they had been first treated in other 
ways at other hospitals; and time had been lost before 
they reached his. Ordinary wounds are nothing to these. 
But not a man flinched or cried out, because not one 
suffered any pain! 

“One man talked to me in English. He had been a 
waiter in a New York hotel. He talked calmiv and 
smilingly while his dreadfnl feet were being painted 
with a white, waxy liquid. Another lay on a cher 
rolling a bandage unconcernedly while they dressed his 

stumps. ‘Does it hurt?’ I asked. ‘Not at all,’ he replied; 
‘but before I reached here’—— There were others and 
others, all with the same sort of hands and feet—all 
cheerful and interested in their own cases, all witnessinz 
to the fact that they felt no pain. all fast recovering 

“And then we came to the burning-tar cases. One 
doctor told me that it was considered the most terrible 
form of suffering. When I caught sight of the first of 
them I could not believe that any man in such a state 
could be living. I exclaimed aloud to the nearest sur-

geon, ‘Why did you not free him from suffering?’ (mean- 
ing ‘Why did you not kill him?’ And he Knew what | 
meant.) His reply was, ‘We have freed him from his 
suffering.’ And do you know, will you believe, that very 
man—that apparent wreck, every feature of whose face 
was then indistinguishable, eyes closed, lips and parts 
of his fac@ burned to the-bone, teeth all exposed like a 
grinning mask, whose hands were too dreadful for me to 
describe—taiked with Mrs. T. the other day, only 10 days 
after? That the teatures of his face are not only plain- 
ly distinguishable, but that the deep wounds are filled 
up, the flesh fast healing over with new white skin, 
that there remains on his forehead but one place not yet 
fully recovered, and that there will not be, within an- 
other week, even a scar? Moreover, he told me with 
his own lips that he had not suffered at all after they 
pegan to treat him by this new method. 

“You will have been asking all along, 
wonderful thing? The mixture is wax, paraffin and 
resin. It is heated to 120 degrees C., when it becomes 
like water and of the color of honey. Drawn off from 
the reservoir in which it is heated, it is ready to use. 
If you dip your fingers into it at almost 120 degrees, as 
I did, it has only a comfortable warmth and dries at once 
about your hand when you withdraw it, incasing every 
little fold or crease with an elastic covering through 
which you can see. All air is kept out and there is no 
moisture; and, you know, air and moisture are the great- 
est causes of suffering to burned people. If the flesh 
is not too frightfully sensitive, the wax (or ambrine, as 
the surgeon has named it) can be painted on with a 
brush. If it is, the liquid is sprayed on with a small 
pump. The member is, then wrapped in cotton and gauze 
to keep the waxy covering from breaking, or, as in the 
case of faces, with a mask df gauze only. In the begin- 
ning the wax covering is-removed every 12 hours and a 
new one painted on. The removing of the wax causes 
no pain. As the days go on the wax is removed only 
cnee in 24 hours. 

“To my surprised inquiry if that were really all that 
produced such marvelous, such miraculous results, the 
surgeon replied: ‘Madamoiseile, we do nothing. WNa- 
ture, left alone, does it all. It is as if we covered the 
mah as one covers a plant in a conservatory, away from 
all harmful influences, and there the skin grows again 
untouched, as a plant grows under the influence of the 
sun.

OU men of 30 or thereabouts whom office work has softened 
and who feel that you are losing the stamina and en:

a piano with perfect ease, juggle 50, 125 and 175 pound jf 
dumb-bells about as nonchalantly as though they were #- 
made of paper, and break a stout chain with his two 

hands. He furnishes a remarkable example of what wonders man can | 

accomplish when once he has set his heart upon a definite goal. 

Charles Nachant of 7051 Berlin avenue, is the man. Up to the time 
he was 30 years old he was just like thousands of other young men who 
are walking the streets of St. Louis today; his muscles had become soft 
and flabby, he had no “wind,” and his daily exercise consisted of walking 
from his home to the street car in the merning and from his office to 
the street car in the evening. In his school days he had played a little 
baseball, but he never weft in for football, field sports or other violent 
pastimes. 

Then, when he had reached the 30-year point, Mr. Nachant was seized 
with an all-consuming desire. He wanted to be strong. His weight was 
only 130 pounds, not overmuch for a man 5 feet 7% inches in height, 
he wore a 14% collar, his underwear was size 34, and in all other ways 
he was a man of just ordinary development. Today he weighs 180 
pounds, a gain of 50 pounds; he wears a 17 collar and now wher he 
purchases underwear he calls for size 46. His chest at normal is 44 
inches in circumference, and expanded, 48 inches; the circumference of 
his shoulders is 50% inches, waist 33%, biceps 15%, wrist 7%, forearm 
12%, calf 15 and thigh 22. He is entirely a product of St. Louis gym- 
Dasiums. i 

Once having made up his mind to develop his body, Mr. Nachant set 
to work systematically, first making a firm resolution to “stick to it.” 
His first exercises were with the pulleys and chest weights, to which 
he devoted about half an hour daily. These he supplemented with box- 
ing and wrestling, so that all portions of his body should réceive the 
benefit. After two years of this he had worked off all superfluous flesh, 
and by breathing exercises had developed his lungs so that he was no 
longer winded by the brisk exercises which two years before would have 
left him panting for breath. i 

4e now had his muscles hardened and was ready for the post-graduate 
course—their development. Fortunately at this time he became ac- 
quainted with William Schulz, noted athlete and wrestler, and took up 
weight lifting exercises and various forms of physical culture under his 
direction. But his prodigious strength he attributes mainly to two 
forms of training with which Schulz made him acquainted. These are 
resisting exercises with five-pound dumb-bells and evolutions with the 
wand, both of which are a part of the equipment of every well 
gymnasium. 

The resisting exercises consist of grasping 
a dumb-bell in each hand and slowly contracting 
the muscles in the arms and upper part of 
the body, gradually tensing them so as 
properly work one set of muscles against the 
other. These were accompanied by deep-breath- 
ing, which Mr. Nachant declares is very es 
sential, and the exercises were concluded with 
a 50-pound bar bell. The leg development was 
accomplished by a set of exercises designed 
for them while holding heavy weights in his 
hands. 

in the development of his legs, however, Mr. 
Nachant did not make the mistake of many 
athletes of becoming the possessor of what is 
known in gymnasium parlance as “piano legs,” 
sacrificing speed for brute strength. His legs 
are as slender as those of an ordinary man, 
which explains why he has become 
a proficient boxer, wrestler and 
swimmer. All of these diversions, 
and in addition handball, he prac- 
ticed in connection with his work 
with the dumb-bells and wand in 
order not to become muscle bound. 
As a result he is never likely to 
meet the fate of the great Sandow, 
who once essayed to box James J. 
Corbett, his inferior in sheer 
strength, and proved to be a child 
in the hands of the former cham- 
pion pugilist because of his slow- 
ness. 

In an incredibly short time after 
he had seriously taken up physical ~ 
eulture, Mr. Nachant was astonish- 
ing his fellow members of the old 
Missouri Athletic Club with his 
feats of strength.

Mr. Nachant’s resolution to become strong was accompanied by little or no 
change in his personal habits.

He 
is a firm believer in plenty Of rest for the body and generally sleeps from 10 p. m.

tion of the nerve fibers terminating in the nasal region 
and chiefly in three reflex areas. Again it may be due 
to functional activity or paresis of the governing (vaso- 
motor) centers, accompanied by hyperexcitability of 
the erectile (cavernous) tissues aroused by peripheral 
irritation.” 

Dr. Hollopeter draws the conclusion from his own ex- 
periences and study that hay fever does not occur withb- 
out a conjunction of three necessary factors, an external, 
air-borne irritant, a sensitive or diseased mucous mem- 
brane and an unstable nerve center. An absence of 
any one of the three, he says, admits of distinct doubt 
that a case is really one of hay fever. 

The “air-borne irritant” is believed to be a “micro- 
organism or pecuMar toxin generally arising from pol- 
len or dust” deposited in the air passages of the nose. 
Although pollen is the common irritant, other agencies 
have been known to produce it, such as heat, light, 


“dust, ozone, overexertion, ipecac, lycopodium, comarin, 


benzoic acid and chocolate. One apothecary’s wife is 
known to have had violent attacks of sneezing when- 
ever ipecac was triturated in the shop. A merchant 
was subject to attacks whenever fresh coffee was han- 
died in his presence. In one case an old mattress was 
found to be the cause of frequent attacks. However, 
it is not definitely established whether these irritants 
really brought about the disease or merely provoked 
fresh attacks in chronic cases. 


Of the pollens, those from ragweed, geldenrod, meadow 
grass, meadow fox-tail, maize, barley, wheat, oats, bean- 
flowers, lillies, elderberry flowers, timothy and clover 
are most frequently blamed. Of all these, the ragweed 
is considered the worst offender. It blossoms in August 
and September and it is in those months that hay fever 
is most prevalent. The pollen is widely scattered by 
the wind. 


“It is by no means impossible,” says Dr. Hollopeter, 
“for polien to be deposited upon a ship even miles away 
from land. In speaking of the distribution of pollen 
Darwin tells of how the ground near St. Louis in Mis- 
souri has been so widely covered with pollen that it 
looked as if it had been sprinkled with sulphur. Pine 
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zone. It is seen more often in urban than in rura' 
districts. 

“The disease is by far the most frequent in Great 
Britain and the United States. In Norway, Sweden 
and Denmark it is seldom found, and it is scarcely 
ever seen among the natives in India, Russia, Germany, 
France, Italy or Spain. The English and Americans 
in India and Africa are the only ones who are affecte.! 
by it. | 

“Wyman has considered the regions of America where 
hay fever is especially prevalent. That portion of coun- 
try east of the Mississippi River and lying between the 
35th and 45th parallels of latitude he regarded as the 
territory of prevalence. Canada and the Adirondack 
Mountains, the Appalachian range and the elevated 
plateau throughout New York State he considered al- 
most exempt from hay fever. That portion of the 
United Statés west of the Mississippi he seemed to 
think, as did Beard also in his later investigations, was 
free from the disease. Beard based his reasons on the 
lack of vegetation and the sparseness of the population. 
Bosworth regards as better reasons the rugged mode of 
life of che inhabitants and the consequent rugged health 
of the frontier life.” 7 

In general there are two types of the disease. asth- 
matic and catarrhal. The first symptoms are a teeling 
of general malaise, loss of appetite and depression of 
spirits. Sometimes there is a tickling in the roof of 
the mouth, dull pains in the head and back, a hot and 
slightly irritable skin. Occasionally there is coldness 
and pallor of the tip of the nose and a slight fever, 
restlessness. at night, inability to sleep and a loss of 
strength. 

Usually these attacks come at comparatively regular 
intervals. The pharynx, mouth and tonsils become red 
and there is a painful inflammation of the eyes. nose 
and throat. Often a cough comes on in the second week 
and lasts through the attack. 


“It is the comparative suddenness of the onset,’” says 
Dr. Hollopeter, “as well as its sudden departure, the 
violent paroxysms of sneezing and the character of the 
nasal discharge which are the peculiar characteristics 
of hay fever. The first attacks are likely to be mis- 
taken for ordinary coryza, but here the abrupt onset, 
the characteristic edematous puffiness of the eyelids. 
the absence of constitutional symptoms will indicate 
the difference. ; 

“In children, moreover, attacks of hay fever are most 
liable to be mistaken for acute colds or rhinitis—but 
here, again, the above points may serve to distinguish, 
together with the sequence of the symptoms, the time 
of year, and the physical signs of an acute bronchitis, 
if it extends so far. The approach of cold weather and 


forests 400 miles south were probably the place and the coincident departure of the symptoms will make 


distance from which it came.” 


Dr. Hollopeter explains that it is perhaps due to 
idiosyncrasy that while millions of persons are exposed 
to the exciting causes of bay fever only comparatively 
a few suffer from it. 


“The influence of race,” he continues, “is seen in the 
fact that the English-speaking people are the principal 
sufferers. In India, Africa and Australia it is mostly 
the English and Americans who are attacked. In 
America it occurs in nearty every state, although much 
more frequently in the South. In Canada hay fever is 
rare, especially in the maritime provinces. 

“Wyman relates a case—the only one reported—of 
hay fever in an Indian child. Beard mentions that Dr. 
Jacobi of New York, who practiced much among the 
G wmans, had never met a case in that nationality: and 
in the same city a similar observation was recorded by 
Dr. Chaveau, a practitioner among the French. Sajous 
has called attention to a curious fact in this connection 
—via.,, that the principal sufferers, American and En- 
glish, are excessive tea-drinking nations, and that this 
beverage may exert a depressing influence on nerve 
centers. 

“John N. Mackenzie in 1884 gives the first recorded 
instance of hay fever in a negro, a male of 35, tall. well- 
proportioned and the attack lasting from 
the second week in August to late September. Reports 
of hay fever have come from nearly every part of the 
civilized globe. it is seldom seen in the Far North and 
ia more frequent in the temperate than in the torrid 


clear a diagnosis, while the history of previous attacks 
at the season of the year mest favorable toe hay fever, 
the presence of certain irritants and the general con- 
dition of the bodily symptoms may be of aid in dis- 
tinguishing the affection.” 

The curability of the disease, Dr. Hollopeter declares, 
is demonstrated. “We can unhesitatingly say,” he adds, 
“that a majority of cases are curable, and that positive 
relief, without change of residence or inconvenience, 
ean be afforded during the period of occurrence.” 


Preventive measures should consist of cutting down 
weeds for a wide distance from the home and carefu! 
hygiene of the nose and throat. There should be fre- 
quent physical examinations by competent physicians, 
especially for children. Enlarged tonsils and adenoids 
should be removed. Family history should be examined 
to correct local and constitutional faults. 


When the disease has developed, Dr. Hollopeter ad- 
vises competent local treatment by nasal applications. 
This, of course, should be done by a physician. He 
gives a series of formulas which he has found effective. 
The rest is largely a matter of diet, rest and exercise. 
Although one should take moderate outdoor exercise 
and follow it with a tepid bath, he should avoid direct 
exposure to the sun as much as possible. 

The diet should be liberal but not stimulating, with 
little meat and starches, sugars, fats and fermented 
liquors. One may have clear and vegetable soups or 
weak beef tea and broths, fresh fish and raw oysters, 
eges im moderation with whites raw or shirred in 
drinks, such as lemonade, occasionally. Once a day 
one may have mutton, chicken, underdome roast or 
sweetbreads. 

For bread one may have toast or stale bread or bread 
from whole wheat, rye bread, milk toast, rice, crackers. 
Fresh. green vegetables are to be preferred, celery, |ct- 
tuce, watercress, cucumbers, onions, cabbage, salacs,
